Let's see. I have a formula for resistance and reactance of short 
verticals I found on the web once. For an 8 foot whip, 3/8 inch diameter 


on 7050, I come up with 


Radiation Resistance: 2.48 ohms (looks like 16 to 1 would be better than 
4:1, eh?) 

Capacitive reactance: 724 ohms 

Inductance to cancel above: 16.35 uH 


There are a number of shareware programs out there you could use to 
validate this-- 


Reg Edward's (G4FGQ) has a web site with free software doing all kinds of 
calcs like this. 
http://www. btinternet.com/~g4fgq.regp/page3.htm1l#S301 


Then, ELNEC is the shareware "try out" version of Roy Lewallen's EZNEC. It 
does more than you want, because it is mainly concerned with showing you 
the radiation patterns, but it does also give feedpoint impedance. 


Like a lot of guys, when I find a good formula, I build it into an Excel 
spreadsheet with all my other ham calculations. I'll run down the actual 
formula described in the original poster's message and send it along if 
you'd like. 


Of course, the calculation probably assumes perfect ground, so your 
imperfect car body will skew things some--but it oughta get you in the 
ballpark. 


Sounds like fun. Hope to be where you are in the near future. Mobile CW 
is my goal!

Back in '69 I was in Germany with the Army. I had just received a German call 
(as DL4DW, so now you know where N7DW came from) and I was building that HW-100 


I mentioned in the RG-174 thread. The one with the phono antenna connector. 


I took a hit from the plate voltage, about 700 or 800 volts DC as I recall. I 
knew better, but I had the cover off the RF cage with the power on (not 
transmitting) and I was adjusting something with a screwdriver while watching 
the effects on a meter.

We received many positive comments from our posting yesterday introducing 
the "PSK31 Audio Beacon" as this year's Atlanticon Kit. Thank you all for 


the enthusiasm and support! 


We now have photos of the kits prototype on the NJQRP PSK31 Beacon web page 
http: //www.njqrp.org/psk31beacon/psk31beacon.html ... please explore these 
pics to learn more of this simple approach that gets a PC-less PSK31 signal 
on the air. 


BTW, a bunch of people asked what "PIC" we used in the project ... well, 
it's actually a Scenix SX28AC microcontroller. It's instructions are indeed 
just like Microchip's PIC16xx series, but the Scenix runs at 50 MHz with one 
instruction per clock cycle ... about 40 times faster than a PIC!! This 
speed was essential in being able to construct the basic audio waveform, 
create a modulating envelope, perform Varicode lookup, and then do the PSK31 
sequencing of phase reversals based on the data stream. 


Some others also asked how "open" this project is. Well, as is customary 

with all NJQRP projects, this PSK31 Audio Beacon project is totally open. 

By tomorrow we'll have the web page completed with schematics, source code 
and parts layout information all available. 


Again, the PSK31 Beacon Kit can be ordered from the NJQRP for $15 (domestic) 
or $18 (DX). See the web page for details. 


And don't forget that the PSK31 Beacon is the basis for the Atlanticon QRP 
Forum's "building contest" on Saturday evening of that weekend (March 
30-31). All attendees get a Beacon Kit and once constructed they'll be 
letting their beacons "sing" while NN1G and N2CX sit with DigiPan running on 
their laptops, copying all the beacons within earshot. Should be a blast!

I used the math library to make it simple to write the 
source code. I will send both the Source code and the exacutable to anyone 
who would like it.

response. Iron powder cores are found in many mixes but the most 
popular are the -2 mix, good up to about 10 mHz, the -6 mix good from 10 
to 100 mHz, and the -7 mix, good from about 3 to 30 mHz. These numbers 


are approximate. Check them out at the Amidon site. 


The ferrite cores most commonly used are the -43 and the -73 (?). the 
difference here is in the permeability. You can use them to wind RF 
Chokes. 


You ought to have an assortment of resistors and capacitors. Mouser 
sell some that will work, so does Radio Shack. Buy some common values 
of bypasss capacitors and small electrolytics. Buy a couple of tuning 
capacitors. 


Personally I would buy semiconductor devices as they are needed. There 
is nothing so useless as 10 2N3906's when you want a 2N3904! 


Other stuff you will buy as you need it!

Guys, the reason that we did the parts kits from NorCal, the resistors, the 
caps (twice) and now the toroids (twice) is simple. I got tired of seeing a 
circuit or a mod that I wanted to try and then having to wait for the parts 
to get here to try it. By the time they arrived, lots of times I was out of 
the mood, and those parts are still in a bag somewhere in my room. Talk 
about wasted resources. But by having a selection of resistors, caps and 
toroids, you are ready to tackle that mod or simple circuit. And, if you 
have my luck with kits, you will use them on almost everyone. The last kit 
I built was the K1, there were 4 or 5 caps that were not drop in fits, I 
simply went to the NorCal Cap kit and found a replacement (NPO, exact value) 
with the proper lead spacing, and dropped them in. That way I did not have 
to worry about cracking the capacitor when I bent the leads or when I 
installed it. Other kits have been missing a resistor, or there is a mod 
that calls for a toroid and a cap. It is so neat to be able to go the parts 
cabinet and find the part on hand. 


I always have 2N2222, 2N3904, 2N3906, J310, 2N7000 on hand. Plus, I have 
LM386, LM380, NE5532, 78L05, 78L06, 78L08, 78L09, NE602's (by the way you 
can get them for $2.75 each from Bob Berlyn at HB Electronics. Go to the 
NorCal web page and click the suppliers link). 


I can't tell you how many times I have used parts from the junk box. I 
cannot think of not having one. So my vote goes to build that junk box, you 
will be glad that you did.

The 
scrambled LCD problem happens to almost all laptops sometime during 
their life. What causes it is the thin connector cable that goes inside 


the hinge between the LCD and the case tends to work loose, or gets 
fatigued to the point of breaking the fine wires. If the problem is the 
former, then usually opening the case and reinserting the connector on 
the motherboard will fix the problem. If the cable happens to be broken, 
then you might be able to repair it. Just depends.......

Some Recommended Parts for your QRP Junkbox 


Based on input received from many expert sources, I have compiled a general 
list of what the kit builder, experimenter, or creative genius might wish to 
have in stock and on hand. 


Resistors: 

About 10-25 each of 100, 1K, 10K, 100K, 1Meg, 4.7, 470, 47K, 47K, 51, 36, 
150, 220 

mainly in 1/4 watt. Trimmer pots, they always come in handy. The spare 
50K-100K variable pot (one turn or otherwise) is also nice to have. 


Capacitors: 

About 10-25 each of .1 uF Ceramic Disc(For RF Decoupling), and a few .01 uF 
and a few .001 uF - I guess NPO's are better (black strip across top of 
disc) 


Small air variables are getting tough to find, anything 4pF-20pF should be 
grabbed whenever possible. These are great in VFO circuits. 


Broadcast Air Variables (365pF and up) are a lot more plentiful. Suggested 
that you stock at least one. 


Trimmers, can always use trimmers. 


Toroids: 
FT37-43, FT50-43, 137-2, T50-2, T37-6, T50-6 (5 of each will get you by 
for a while.) 


Transistors/IC's: 

25 or so 2N2222's (I prefer metal cans), or 2N3904, 2N3906 or 2N3866. 

Get 10-15 MPF102's, some 1-2 watt RF Transistors - 2N3866, 2SC799, 
2N3553, 2N5320 ( Pick out 2 types and buy 2 each - Most liked the 2N3866, 
2SC799) Pick up a few J309, J310, and 2N3819 FETs. 


Add to that some common linear ICs, LM380 for audio, NE602 or equivalent for 


mixers, some 741 op amps, some 780X and 78LOX voltage regulators, and some 
1N400X family diodes. 


For winding coils, you need # 24, d# 26, # 28 AWG enamel magnet wire as a 
bare minimum. You can buy 1/4 pound spools from stores like Radio shack. 


For power supplies you can always use a few LM317T adjustable voltage 
regulators.
